6. I experimented with various boxes for use in the invention and variations of the 
invention for about a year prior to meeting with Mr. Heller on July 18, 2003. 

7. To the best of my knowledge, the invention was not on sale or in public use in this 
country before the filing of the present patent application and was not patented or described in a 
printed publication in this or a foreign country before the filing of the present patent application. 

8. The invention was never abandoned.
